W ashington, Nov. 18 —Active nego­ 
tiations are proceeding to secure from 
Brazil such tariff concessions as will ex­ 
tend the m arket for American w heat 
ami American flour in th at country 
It 
is understood th at a proposition to this 
effect was subm itted to the authorities 
at Rio de Janeiro and they have sought 
to accede to the desires of the authori­ 
ties here. 
B ut as definite results have 
been lacking, the Brazilian m inister in 
W ashington, Mr. Assiz-Barsil, aiel Mr. 
Kasson of.the United States reciprocity 
commission, have taken up tho negotia­ 
tions. As coffee is adm itted to the United 
States free of duty, the purpose of the 
American officials has been to secure 
tariff concessions on American products 
going to Brazil. 
W hile the Brazilian officials have ex­ 
pressed a wish to make such an arrange­ 
ment, it has been pointed out th at the 
Brazilian congress would havo to amend 
the present law and also that a large 
m illing industry had recently sprang 
up i.i Brazil and was not likely to as­ 
sent to an encouragem ent to American 
m illing products, 
The one solution 
which has been considered is a Brazilian 
ta r iff having a sliding scale under which 
the U nited States would secure conces­ 
sions on Hour and grain in return for 
advantages enjoyed in Brazil.
